on more than a half mile of the road 
each day , chiefly because of the

usual multiplicity of details which the 
state highway 
departm ent 
req uires 
to be noted on the blueprints 
which 
will be subm itted to them as survey ­ 
ing work on this great highway pro­ 
gresses. 
The survey ors are not only req uired 
to give elevations and other data, as 
with ordinary road work, but must 
locate 
every 
fence 
line, 
telephone 
pole, house, tree, mail box , etc., so 
th at the field books which are being 
prepared have every appearance of 
a Chinese puzzle, and the 
task 
of 
platting the road so as to show all 
these details will by no m eans be an i 
inconsiderable one. 
While in the opinion 
of 
those en­ 
gaged in tiie work much of the infor­ 
mation they are compiling Is entirely 
unessential in the 
proper 
improve­ 
m ent of this highway , they are fol­ 
lowing the state departm ent's instruc­ 
tions, and pushing the work forward 
as rapidly as posible.
